standard dollar is worth 100 cents 
This the gold press disputes, thongn 
every sane person in the country knows 
that it is so. The gold men argue that 
a standard dollar, the silver in which is 
now worth about 42 cents, is taKen at 
its nominal value simply and solely 
because the Government will redeem it 
in gold. Every intelligent schoolboy 
knows better than that, yet the gold 
men, right here in Nevada where every 
phase of the financial question has 
been discussed for years, keep re- 
iterating it, presumably on the princi- 
ple that a falsehood adhered to is as 
good as the truth. 


Now as to the facts and the law re- 


lating to the silver dollar containing 
three hundred and seventy-one and 
one-fourth grains of silver. The Act 
of Congress of April 2,1V92, establish- 
ing a mint and regulating the coins of 
the United States, provided for the 
coinage of dollars, or unit, each to 
contain three hundred and seventy-one 
grains and four-sixteenth parts of a 
grain of pure silver. The quantity of Bionli 
pure silver in the dollar, or unit, has 
never been changed and is the same in 
the standard dollar of to-day as it was 
in the first silver dollar ever coined in 
the mint. The Act of March 3,1849, 
provided for the coinage of gold dol- 
lars, each to be of the value of one 
dollar, or unit. The Act of September 
26,1890, prohibited the coinage of gold 
dollars, leaving the silver dollar the 
unit of value in the coinage laws of the 
United States. 


The silver dollar, being the unit of 


our monetary system, is not redeem- 
able in gold as our gold friends would 
have the people believe. It is a legal 
tender at its face or nominal value for 
all debts and obligations of the United 
States. The principal and the intesest 
of the public debt are both payable in 
silver dollars and greenbacks and 
Treasury notes aie redeemable in silver 
dollars. 
The duties on imports and 


internal revenue license are payable in 
such dollars. 
Every obligation of the 


United States ami all public dues sire 
payable in standaid dollars. 
These 


dollars are not redeemable in gold at 
the United States Treasury or any- 
where else £3 they are primary money 
and a legal tender for all debts. 
The 


Secretary of the Treasury publicly an- 
nounced at the time of the panic in 
18')3 that dollars being primary money, 
were not redeemable in gold, yet Mr. 
Hanna'a hirelings in Nevada, through 
ignorance or for the purpose of de- 
ceiving the uninformed, assert and re- 
assert that the standard dollar 
is 


taken at its face value because the Gov- 
ernment is by law required to redeem 
it in gold. 


It is useless for the Bee or any other 


paper to attempt to reason with the 
gold press o! Nevada. It is paid to 
promulgate certain falsehoods and it 
ia intent on doing its masters good 
service by reiterating those falsehoods 
and ignoring the facts. 
Though the 


Bee's sting is sharp and penetrating, 
the hide of the gold man is as tough as 
that of the rhinoceros rendering them 
alike insensible to ridicule and to 
reason. 


It is with regret that we notice that 


the suspicion, with which the schem- 
ing of B. A- Cardwell in the connection 
with the proposed development of the 
Meadow Lake mines, was viewed in this 
county, is sustained by later develop- 
ments. Where cor.f \ nee has been re- 
posed in this rc-.alled mine promoter, 
it appears from the following clipping 
from tho Truckee Republican (hat the 
trust has been abused.

bugs, grasshoppers, crickets, weevils, 
caterpillars, nioths.^etc. The stomach 
that doe&n't flinch at yellow jackeits, 
wasps, blister beetles and click-toeejUes 
or pinch Ibugs would seem to be pre- 
pared for anything in the insect line, 
and it doubtless is. In 24 hours the 
toad; consumes enough food to fill its 
stomach four times. A single toad will 
in three months devour over 10,000 in- 
sects. If every ten of these would have 
done one cent damage the toad has 
sa-ved ten dollars. Evidently the toad 
is a valuable fo-iend to the farmer, gar- 
dener and fruit grower, and can be 
made especially useful in the gaeen- 
house, garden and berry pnitch.—Gal- 
veston (Tex.)
